Incident Summary:  On March 6, 2023 at 12:10 PM, Columbus Police officers were dispatched to a 
Columbus City School building in the 200 block of North 22nd Street.  The dispatched incident was a 
result of a firearm magazine recovered from a student inside the school and a firearm recovered from a 
room in the school that the student was observed in by school staff. Officers arrived and made contact 
with school security and staff, who informed them that multiple students were detained out of the 
incident. Columbus Police officers recovered a firearm and a firearm magazine from school staff as 
evidence. 
 
The investigation into this incident led to charges of Illegal Conveyance of a Deadly Weapon in a School 
Safety Zone and Illegal Possession of a Deadly Weapon in a School Safety Zone being filed against a 
student, who is currently in custody.
